‘The fact, too, 
is patent that the railways ‘in ‘India’ need 
the best fighting men that éan be obtain- 
In Southern Africa the expefience has 
been that the tailway-men, when’ ‘purely’ 
civilian, were unable to aid the Government in a 
any shape during the war, while those who were 
able to bear arms were utilized ina great many 
directions, The difficuly regarding India, how-

employés are volunteers, who can carry arms, 
and are able to help in any direction required. 
The training of soldiers in -railway working is 
a necessity of the day, when so much of the 
fighting’ twust be done on armoured trains, 
the men are wanted to tear down or erect new 
lines of railway in an‘enemy's country.

THE MAGERSFONTEIN « 
TRENCHES. 


en 
The Special of the Daily TelegrapA, thus 
describes the occupation of *Magersfontein, 
after the Doers had stampeded, 

Our scouts on: the right drew steadily-up to 
the trenches, over. them, up to the kapje; over 
ivand: devoted themselves to the pleasurable 

astime of filling the few receptacles provided 
ina Governoment uniform with the unconsider- 
ed trifles left behind by our brother oer, We 
had heard, seen, and read so much about 
Muagersfontein that we'almost expected, against 
our better judgment, to find x position bristling 
with every modern improvement and appliance 
that military ingenuity bas devised. It was 


[with feelings close akin to disappointment 


that we realised that the strength of the posi- 
tion had lain principally in its simyplictlys 
We looked in vain forthe “enght-foot wire 
entanglements” of which we had read so much 
from the pens of hysterigal, and probably rather 
frightened; young soldiers after the Magersfon- 
tien mishap. Instead ofan entanglement there 
wag only a simple wire boundary fence—not 
continuous, but placed at intervals along the 
line of trenches, and hung with strips of beef 
drying into biltong, This comestible was pro- 
bably a more formidable obstacle than the poor 
little fence on which it was hung, Then we 
looked for the deep trenches—underyround 
dwellings deep enough to engulf man and horse 
--of which we had also heard. Disappointment 
again. A simple trench, or, rather, a double 
row of simple.trenches, deep to mid-thiph, very 
narrow, and well pace by head cover-of 
sandbags and astightbreastwork. ‘The trace 
wat simple as the profile, and confined its 
complications to a slight waviness of plan, and 
jan occasional traverse to ininimise the-effect of 
shellfire.  ‘The'most noticeable fact with regard 
to the trenches was that the bark of the front 
trench was always lef quite clear, s0 a3 not to 
interfere with the fire of the second line, 
Allalong the trenches lay skins,coats karosses, 
cooking utensils, food, and cartidges, giving us 
the first indication,we had had that the retreat 
had been anything but an orderly one. Fram, 
the trenches it was but a step to the gun- 
emplacements. Here, our good friends the yun- 
ners had told us, we should find travelling and- 
disappearing carriages and every other artifice 
known to the Royal Artillery mind: Again were 
we greeted with the very simplest plans ta_mi- 
nimise the effect of shell-tire, a high embrasure 
covering the gun and sharp slopé of the ground 
behind it, anda deep recess, cut in the solid rock, 
provided all the protection’ necessary to enable 
Albeecht's Germans to live through nearly 
tweive weeks of lyddite and common shell. 
One gun had it is true, been demolished, as 
testified, by an explosion three weeks ago, and 
corroborated by the fragments of uvisted iron 
4nd wood work littering the emplacement ; but 
the others, protected by their simple sandbags 
and the troublesome perspective of the ironstone 
kopjes, had maintained a fairly regular and 
accurate fire for two months of our winter at 
Modder River, : 


Passing round the right of the kopje we next 
came on the Boers! langer. Here a surprise, 
awaited us, as it was very evident that a sanve 
gui peut must have taken, place the previous 
night, Not only were. the tents left standing, 
but the contents of the store were untouched, 
while rifles, ammunition, new clothes, money, 
watches, tools, and provisions were to be had 
for the trouble of picking them up, Whata 
powerful inducement there most have been 
for the doppers to leave their worldly goods 
in, this way! There were even uneaten 
dintiers and half-cocked (ood in several 
of the tents, so some must have had a 
hungry ride. At the time of writing I am.tn- 
amare to whatextent General French may have 
“pushed ‘round the Boer rear, but 1 cannot ima- 
ginc that.anything short of the fear of being 
absolutely cut off from the Transvaal could 
possibly have induced such. a wholesale flight 
ashas taken place. The perusal of a large 
nuinbe? of letters showed that the whole of the 
right of the defence had been ocyupied by 
Transvaalers, while the Free Staters fad occu- 
nied the left, the portion assaulted by the High: 
and Brigade. ‘This confirmed the report 
brought in by runners that strained relations 
existed between the two component paris of the 
enemy's forces, and that they could not evea 
Jive in one camp in reasonable amity. : 

Whatever unfavourable remarks may have 
been made at the time, there is now no doubt 
that the position could not pe flanked by the 
force at Lord Methuen’s disposal, and that. if 
hig orders were to fet to Kimberley a frontal 
attack was the only way. The extent of front 
occupied by the position is enormous, and 
with their superior mobility the Boers were 
able, at the shortest notice, to put a larger 
number of men in defence at any given point 
than we could possibly bring up to the agtack, 
As we plodded back to Modder in the Saking 
heat of the afternoon sun our feelings were 
such ag were afew hours later expressed by a 
gallant Scots Guardsman over his welcome tin 
of beer; “The auld unt-heap; may she trouble 
us nae maiz.” :
